Howev er, 
debate on the m ov e to enact the 
bill ov er Eisenhower’s objections 
will g iv e them a chance to dram a­ 
tize the housing fight.

Hazel did not testify in his own 
behalf. He pleaded guilty, at the 
end of the lV d ay trial, of rob­ 
bing the woman 
The v ictim. a blonde, mother of 
three children, testified she was 
attacked when she returned home 
from shopping. 
‘ Suddenly. I felt an arm around 
my neck.'’ she said. “ I could move 
only a little.*' 
She testified the man warned 
her not to mov e or he would '-hoot 
her 8-month-old baby The first a t­ 
tack occurred in the basement 
and the second in the living room. 
She said. 
In summation, defense counsel 
contended there was not sufficient 
force 
used to constitute rape 
Hazel had told police the woman 
smiled at him while unloading 
groceries on the street. 
The state said it was ridiculous 
to say the victim submitted will­ 
ingly

the woman testified. 
Hazel was to be tried later in

All but about IOO of the workers 
were employed in the metropolitan 
Baltimore area, and "not quite 
h a lf' worked for railroads, a de­ 
partm ent spokesman said.

AP Bureau Chief Discusses Censorship 


BALTIMORE (AP - The pro­ 
fession of news gathering today 
"m ust be the watchdog of lines 
ot communication and thought." 
Max Fullerton. chief of bureau of 
The Associated Press in Maryland 
and West Virginia, said Tuesday 
And to gather and dispense alt 
the worthwhile news is a continual 
struggle, he said 
Fullerton, speaking at a Bolti 
more Rotary Club meeting, said 
he thought the m ajority of news­ 
paper people "are dedicated men 
and women who do their level best 
to see that you and everyone else 
will have access to accurate and 
unbiased news about your town. 
your country, your state, your na­ 
tion and the world.** 
"It is a fight which never ends." 
he said. "and in these day s some­ 
tim es it seems to be a losing 
one . . , 
"A law is passed (and there is 


one on M aryland’s statute books' 
to require open meetings of all 
public bodies Those same public 
bodies then find ways and means 
of circumventing the law. 
"The President of the United 
Slates issued <i directive that so­ 
called 
unclassified' 
information 
be made available to the public. 
Whereupon every bureaucrat u ith- 
in the sound of an A bomb stamps 
everything with a ‘security’ tag " 
Fullerton described three types 
of censorship which he said hin 
dered the flow* of information: 
1. All-out censorship, ' This cov­ 
ers any and all information either 
for home consumption or trans­ 
mission outside a country. This. 
obviously is u>ed in dictatorship 
countries and mast of the Iron 
Curtain countries " 


2. Domestic censorship. “ This is 
a clampdown on information hurt- 
ful to those in power. It is a tool 


of dictators, 
would-be dictators 
and stupid bureaucrats. In the 
Western free world, theoretically, 
there is little of this, hut in ac­ 
tuality there is considerable — 
either by outright fiat or by cir­ 
cum vent ion.’* 


3. 
Source censorship. “This typo 
of withholding the news means 
that those who have the inform al 
tion don’t let it loose . . . The prin­ 
cipal danger lies in that lack of 
free access to a given piece in* 
formation can lead to distortion 
of the true facts.*’

^Corrupt Practices 
Act Is Ignored 


“Corruption is a tree, whose branches are 
of an unmeasurable length: they spread ev ’ry- 
where; and the dew that drops from thence hath 
infected some chairs and stools of authority.” 
said the English dramatists Beaumont and Flet­ 
cher. If they had been speak ing of Section 610 of 
the United States code, they could not hav e 
stated the conditions surrounding this enact­ 
ment more accurately. 
Section 610 is better k nown as the Corrupt 
Practices Ad. and it was passed in 19 25 to pro­ 
hibit the “buying” of federal offices by corpora­ 
tions and national bank ing institutions. The Taft- 
Hartley Act. in 19 47, added labor unions to or­ 
ganizations prohibited from underwriting politi­ 
cal campaigns of presidential and congressional 
candidates. 
Since then, Section 610 has molded in v ir­ 
tual retirement. The Justice Department, charg­ 
ed with enforcing federal statutes, transferred 
jurisdiction ov er the Corrupt Practices Act from 
the Criminal Div ision to the Civ il Rights Div i­ 
sion. 
Because of the enormous power of labor or­ 
ganizations, grand juries will not indict, petit 
juries will not conv ict, U. S. attorneys will not 
prosecute, and local law enforcement officials 
are not eager to cooperate. 
A natural result of executiv e restraint on 
enforcing the laws passed by Congress was an 
estimated $510 million spent by unions during 
the Congressional elections of last fall. The Jus­ 
tice Department has tak en the position that “po­ 
litical committees” set up by unions to collect 
donations for fav ored candidates do not come 
under the statute’s definition of labor organiza­ 
tions. 
Ev en if Congress did tighten its wording, 
there is little assurance from Washington that 
political cowardice would not continue to sub­ 
merge official responsibility.

A n Unwise Feud 


It would seem that among anti-Communists there 
is always a little feud as to who is more anti- 
Communistic than the others and which one was first 
in discov ering the grand conspiracy and who is ab.so- 
lutely pure and sincere in his opposition, and who 
u nd e rs ta nd s strategy and tactics. 
The current quarrel is ov er a book by H arry and 
Bonaro O v erstreet on “ What We Must Know About 
Com munism.” To anti-Communists. the O v erstreets 
are conv erted Liberals who belatedly discov ered the 
truth. Precisely w hat difference the lateness or earli­ 
ness of the discov ery m ak es is a bit difficult to under­ 
stand. It seem s to me that the return of a Prodigal 
is a great pain and no one can deny that the con­ 
tributions of W hittak er Cham bers or A rthur Koe.stler 
to the fight on M arxism hav e been as great and as 
sacrificial as anybody's. 


When the Ov erstreet bo o k a ppea red. I pra ised 
It beca use It is co mpetently written a nd will serv e 
to rea ch a cla ss o f America ns who distrust ma ny 
o f tho se who m they describe a s rea ctlo o a rles. 
So me a ntl-Co mmunlsts ha v e been so sto dg ily fa n­ 
a tica l tha t they ha v e been rejected by tho se who m 
they must wish to rea ch, na mely , the y o uth o f this 
co untry . And if tha t is no t their purpo se, wha t is 
their purpo se? 


There is a point to be m ade about book -rev iewing. 
Assuming that a m an’s mind and ideas and ex­ 
perience grow, there is no adv antage in starting to 
rev iew one hook and then saying, ”Hark ! But he said 
fom ethlng quite different fiv e or ten years ago.” 
Suppose he did, let's thank the Lord for belated 
wisdom! 
The “ National Rev iew” tak es the position that it 
Is an exaggeration to say that the O v erstreet book is 
the best that has been written against Communism 
from the Liberal point of v iew. A w riter in that pub­ 
lication calls attention to the work of Sidney Hook and 
the w riters for the “ New Leader.” as hav ing done the 
sam e job better. That, of course, is a m atter of taste, 
but it is also unim portant. Sidney Hook and the “New 
L eader” reach a certain audience and the O v erstreets 
reach another audience and both are v aluable 
If the 
O v erstreets reach 
a larger audience, to an anti­ 
com m unist their work m ust be v aluable. 
Anti-Commun'ism springs from many sources. P er­ 
haps one of the strongest stream s of opposition, often 
represented in the think ing of the “ National Rev iew,” 
is the Roman Catholic m oral position which v iews the 
m aterialism , the pragm atusm of M arxism as an ev il 
equiv alent to the anti-Chrtst. but there are also social 
scientists, economists, historians and natural scientists 
who are opposed to M arxism for other than m oral 
reasons. Are they to be rejected in this great battle 
by sectarianism ’’ There arc anti-Communists who op- 
pose what the Russians are doing on the basis of un­ 
diluted patriotism : they prefer the American way of 
life and require no philasophic position to justify their 
stand. And there are those who dislik e the way the 
Russians go about things. That is enough justification 
for them to be anti-Communust. 
The weak ness of the opposition to Communism has 
always been, in all countries, that few in the opposition 
did any homework at all to discov er what Communism 
is and how it work s 
This was true as far back as 
19 17. 
! attended the Constituent Assembly in Lenin­ 
grad which wa.s to set up a way of gov ernm ent for 
Russia 
The Bolshev ik s represented a tiny fraction so 
that when they left the Taunde Palace, their absence 
was not notable m term s of v acant seats; it was 
notable because they were all gone 
They acted as a 
eee^nit. 
The v ast m ajority was div ided lik e a French 
^iv ernm ent. 


True, the a nii-io mm unists a re indiv idua lists 
who refuse to a ccept the kind o f discipline a nd 
reg imenta tio n 
tha t 
the ^ Co mmunists 
willing ly 
Accept. Rut tha t do es no t mea n tha t it is sensible 
to qua rrel o ser so meo ne el» e* s presenta tio n o f 
o ppo sitio n in so me o ther wa y , 


I repeal that in my personal experience since 19 17, 
1 find that the most com petent and hard-hitting fight­ 
ers against Communism hav e been those who w ere 
either in that gov ernment of close to it. They k now 
where the soft spots really are 
From this standpoint. I recom m end the O v erstreet 
book to that public which wishes to hav e a L iberal’s 
v iew of a mov ement which in 40 years has encom­ 
passed so large a territory and so m any people.

people reporting incom es of a 
million dollars or m ore m ay be 
trending downward. 
The Internal Rev enue Serv ice 
reported that for 19.57, the latest 
year for which such figures are 
av ailable, 223 indiv iduals report­ 
ed million-dollar incomes. Thi.s 
represents a drop of 49 from the 
preceding year, and is the first 
significant drop since the end of 
World War II. 


In 19 45 only 71 indiv iduals re­ 
ported 
million-dollar 
incomes. 
This rose almost each year un.il, 
in 19.56, a total of 272 persons re­ 
ported the huge incomes. 
In 19.57, according to 1RS, the 
223 indiv iduals paid $233 million 
dollars in taxes on a total income 
of $448 million. The figure was 
som ewhat lower than in recent 
years, also. 
No indiv iduals w ere identified, 
following gov ernm ent procedure 
of not div ulging the incomes of 
any indiv iduals.

the rest is m anufactured by the 
body. The lev el is affected by .sev ­ 
eral chem icals, hormones, v ita­ 
mins,

processes — 
which is the reason there are 
dozens of methods of treating 
cholesterol problems.

Act Is Ignored 


‘ Corruption is a tree, whose branches are 
of an unmeasurable length: they spread ev’ry- 
vvhere; and the dew that drops from thence hath 
infected some chairs and stools of authority.” 
s: id the English dramatists Beaumont and Flet­ 
cher. If they had been speaking of Section 610 of 
the United States code, they could not have 
stated the conditions surrounding this enact­ 
ment more accurately. 
Section 610 is better known as the Corrupt 
Practices Act. and it was passed in 1925 to pro­ 
hibit the “ buying” of federal offices by corpora­ 
tions and national banking institutions. The Taft- 
Hartley Act. in 1947. added labor unions to or­ 
ganizations prohibited from underwriting politi­ 
cal campaigns of presidential and congressional 
candidates. 
Since then, Section 610 has molded in vir­ 
tual retirement. The Justice Department, charg­ 
ed with enforcing federal statutes, transferred 
Jurisdiction over the Corrupt Practices Act from 
the Criminal Division to the Civil Rights Divi­ 
sion. 
Because of the enormous power of labor or­ 
ganizations. grand juries will not indict, petit 
juries will not convict, U. S. attorneys will not 
prosecute, and local law enforcement officials 
are not eager to cooperate. 
A natural result of executive restraint on 
enforcing the laws passed by Congress was an 
estimated $510 million spent by unions during 
the Congressional elections of last fall. The Jus­ 
tice Department has taken the position that “ po­ 
litical committees” set up by unions to collect 
donations for favored candidates do not come 
under the statute's definition of labor organiza­ 
tions. 
Even if Congress did tighten its wording, 
there is little assurance from Washington that 
political cowardice would not continue to sub­ 
merge official responsibility. 


These Days

An Unwise Feud 


It would seem that among anti-Commumsts there 
is always a little feud as to who is more anti­ 
communistic than the others and which one was first 
in discovering the grand conspiracy and who is abso­ 
lutely pure and sincere in his opposition, and who 
^understands strategy and tactics. 
The current quarrel is over a book by Harry and 
Bonaro Overstreet on “ What We Must Know About 
Communism.” To anti-Communists, the Overstreets 
are converted Liberals who belatedly discovered the 
truth 
Precisely what difference the lateness or earli­ 
ness of the discovery makes is a bit difficult to under­ 
stand. It seems to me that the return of a Prodigal 
is a great pain and no one can deny that the con­ 
tributions of Whittaker Chambers or Arthur Koestler 
to the fight on Marxism have been as great and as 
sacrificial as anybody s. 


When the Overstreet hook appeared, I praised 


It because It ti competently written and will serve 
to reach a cia** of Americana who distrust many 
of thoae whom they describe as reactionaries, 
borne anti-Communlits have been so stodgily fan­ 
atical that they have been rejected by those whom 
they must wish to reach, namely, the youth of this 
country. And if that is not their purpose, what is 
their purpose? 


There is a point to be made about book-reviewing. 
Assuming that a man s mind and ideas and ex­ 
perience grow, there is no advantage in starting to 
review one book and then saying. “ Hark’ But he said 
something quite different five or ten years ago.'* 
Suppose he did, let s thank the Lord for belated 
wisdom! 
The “ National Review" takes the position that it 
Is an exaggeration to say that the Overstreet book is 
the best that has been written against Communism 
from the Liberal point of view. A writer in that pub­ 
lication calls attention to the work of Sidney Hook and 
the writers for the "New Leader,” as having done the 
same job better. That, of course, is a matter of taste, 
but it is also unimportant. Sidney Hook and the “ New 
Leader" reach a certain audience and the Overstreets 
reach another audience and both are valuable 
lf the 
Overstreets reach a larger audience, to an anti­ 
communist their work must be valuable. 
Anti-Communism springs from many sources Per­ 
haps one of the strongest streams of opposition, often 
represented in the thinking of the “ National Review “ 
is the Roman Catholic moral position which views the 
materialism, the pragmatism of Marxism as an evil 
equivalent to the anti-Christ, but there are also social 
scientists, economists, historians and natural scientists 
who are opposed to Marxism for other than moral 
reasons. Are they to be rejected in this great battle 
by sectarianism’ There arc anti communists who op­ 
pose what the Russians are doing on the basis of un­ 
diluted patriotism; they preter the American way of 
life and require no philosophic position to justify their 
stand. And there are those who dislike the way the 
Russians go about things. That is enough justification 
for them to be anti-Commumst. 
The weakness of the opposition to Communism has 
always been. in all countries, that few in the opposition 
did any homework at ail to discover what Communism 
is and how it works. This was true as far back as 
1917. 
I attended the Constituent Assembly in Lenin­ 
grad which was to set up a way of government for 
Russia 
The Bolsheviks represented a tiny traction so 
that when they left the Tauride Palace, their absence 
was not notable in terms of vacant seals; it was 
notable because they were ail gone, They acted as a 
4P%j,it 
The vast majority was divided like a French 
vernment. 


True, the anticommunists arr individualists 


who refuse to accept the kind af discipline and 
regimentation 
that 
the # Communist* 
willingly 


accept. But (bat doe* not mean that it is sensible 
to quarrel over someone rise's presentation of 
opposition in some other way. 


I repeat that in my personal experience since 1917, 
I find that the most competent and hard-hitting fight­ 
ers against Communism have been thoae who were 
eft ber rn that government of close to it. They know 
whore the soft spots reaUy are 
From this standpoint. I recommend the Overstreet 
book to that public which wishes to have a Liberal'* 
view of a movement which in 40 years has encom­ 
passed so large a territory and so many people.

Eisenhower heavy majorities in 
1952 and 1936, and also gave Gov­ 
ernor Nelson Rockefeller a com­ 
fortable majority in 1938 
Since 
you are promoting the 
Demo­ 
cratic Presidential candidacy of 
Senator Hubert Humphrey, I can 
see why you did not like this 
poll’s decidedly sensational re­ 
sults. 
When polled a few days ago. 
this 
Republican - voting 
district 
gave the Democratic front-run­ 
ner, Senator John F. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts, a lead of nearly 
five to one over Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon—and ♦his was 
after everyone had seen and ad­ 
mired the Nixon-Khrushchev tele­ 
vision show. 
It gave Kennedy 
a lead of much more than five 
to one over Governor Rockefeller. 
And it showed Kennedy running 
approximately three times better 
than Humphrey and the Senate a 
two 
other 
Democratic 
Presi­ 
dential aspirants. Lyndon John­ 
son of Texas and Stuart Syming­ 
ton of Missouri. 
As I have said, these were sen­ 
sational results. 
I should not 
have published such resu’ts from 
a single small district, if the little 
poll in Queens had not fitted so 
exactly with much larger, as yet 
unpublished polls that 
I 
have 
heard 
about 
from 
Republican 
sources 


One of these was a privately 


sponsored poll of New York State 
taken by the inquiring Dr. Gallup. 
This one gave Kennedy over 60 
per cent of the statewide vote. 
Another was a national poll taken 
in July, presumably for publica­ 
tion but somewhat surprisingly 
not released 
This one gave 
nationwide results almost com­ 
parable to those which Gallup 
obtained in New York 
As you can easily see 
any 
candidate who scores above 60 
per cent in a statewide test has 
got to have many pockets of 70 
anti 80 per cent support. 
Such 
pockets of super-enthusiasm are 
essential, in older to overwhelm 
the areas traditionally attached 
to the other party. 
Hence I con­ 
cluded that my Queens results 
were not too exceptional to see 
the light 
That leaves us with 
a question, however 
What on 
earth are the sources of this 
mass support for Kennedy, that 
all the pollers have found? 


After 
mounting 
steadily 
for 
the last few years, a federal 
study shows that the number of 
people reporting incomes of a 
million dollars or more may be 
trending downward. 
The Internal Revenue .Service 
reported that for 1957. the latest 
year for which such figures are 
available, 223 individuals report­ 
ed million-dollar incomes. This 
represents a drop of 49 from the 
preceding year, and is the first 
significant drop since the end of 
World War II.

Various way* of reducing the 
amount 
of 
cholesterol 
in

blood are being tried on the as­ 
sumption that a high blood chol­ 
esterol plays a causative role in 
atherosclerosis, especially of the 
coronary arteries 
Reducing the 
level is said to lessen the chance 
of a heart attack. 
Some of the cholesterol in the 
blood comes from fat in the diet; 
the rest is manufactured by the 
body The level is affected by sev­ 
eral chemicals, hormones, vita­ 
mins. 
and 
body 
processes — 
which is the reason there are 
dozens of methods of treating 
cholesterol problems. 
But the 
majority of plans are temporary; 
when discontinued, the former 
cholesterol level returns 
Good results follow the use of 
a low fat diet supplemented with
